Thousands of men and women have obtained jobs in the 
county during the last few years. Many of these jobs are 
the direct result of the war; many are the direct result of 
the new industrial program instituted by the county super- 
visors. 

Ts there anything wrong in developing the county indus- 
trially; in giving employment; in attracting employers and 
employes? 

Through his leadership during the period of transition 
from a county over-burdened with ‘‘reliefers’’ a few years 
ago to a county teeming with new industries today, Mr. 
Grier subjected himself to criticism from some quarters. 
He knew it, but he still followed a policy he believed sound. 

While we do not give all the credit for the new industrial 
program to Mr. Grier, still we recognize him as the aggres- 
sive leader in securing prosperity for the county.

A few years ago Mr. Grier was in the thick of the fight 
in the county and with the legislators at Sacramento to get 
help for property owners in carrying the heavy ‘‘relief bur- 
den’’. His efforts bore fruit through a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the relief load between the state, the federal 
government and the county. | 

Two of the biggest accomplishments in Mr. Grier’s rec- | 
ord are his help in the new industrial program and his suc- 
cessful effort to aid the county’s property owners by easing- 
their heavy tax burden during the relief era. 

Even if these outstanding achievements were not in the 
record, we still would believe Mr. Grier’s general eapabil- 
ities as a leader and as a governmental executive would jus- 
tify his re-election.
